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DECADE OF THE ARMORY SHC/^J 


An eDchibition, DECADE OF THE ARMORY SHCX'J, selected and circulatied by the 
V'/hitney I-^iseum of American Art, New York, vdll open in the special exhibition galleries 
of The Cleveland Museum of Art, Tuesday, August 6 and will continue through September I5. 
It marks the fiftieth anniversary of the history-making Armory Shm of 1913 and in- 
cludes 57 works by 35 painters and sculptors. 

The VJhitney exhibit makes no attempt to reconstruct this first and famed 
Shov; — that task being executed by the Munson-i'dlliams-Proctor Institute of Utica — 
but, instead, surveys the growth of American modernism from I910 to 1920, Artists 
represented in the VJhitney exhibit include /imericans who asdiibited in the 1913 dis- 
play and those living abixiad at the time. Charles Burchfield, Charles Demuth,

The original 1913 exhibition, held in Kevr York's 69th Regiment Armory at 
Lexington Avenue and 25th Street, introduced the American public (and many American 
artists), previously oblivious to the avant-garde work being done abi*oad,to modern 
art. No single event has ever had such an impact on the art of this country. After 
1913 modernism made itself knovm, recruited nev/ participants and critics, spurred 
the American collecting of modem art and was responsible for the appearance of new 
galleries which displayed advanced xrorks.
